Berlin, via Sayville wireless, Nov. 27.---Attempt by
French troops to force an entrance at the south part of
St. Pierre Vaast wood, without artillery preperation, was
repulsed by German machine gun fire of the trench gar-
rison and a curtain fire by artillery, according to today’s
official report.

The statement said there was only minor fighting in
the Somme sector. East of St. Mihiel, a French raid
against & German post failed.

“East of Tigveni,” the statement continued, “the Sax-
on regiment 182, brilliantly assisted by the Newmark
field artillery regiment number 54, broke through lms:tilui
lines and captured from the enemy ten officers, four hun-
dred men and seven machine guns.

“In the Vedea sector, both sides
been reached and Alexandria captured.

“From Hurnu-Severin our troops have pushed the re-
mainder of the Rumanians in the Orsova group towards
the southeast. There other of our forces blocked their
way. [The defeated enemy, besides their sanguinary
previous losses, lost here twenty-eight officers, twelve
hundred men, three cannons, twenty-seven filled ammuni-
tion carts and eight hundred loaded vehicles.
